The Crawford AuSable Board of 
Education took action to reduce the 
school millage by a total of 2.28 mills 
at its meeting on June 21, 

The 2.28 mills reduction is a 
significant amount which will be 
renected on property owners’ July tax 
bills, said Kent Reynolds, CASD 
superintendent. 

Inoneaction, the school board voted 
to approve a total operating millage of 
26.72 mills for the 1993-94 school 
year. This alone represents areduction 
of 1.63 mills (from 28.35 mills) due to 
the rollback required by the Headlee 
Amendment to the Michigan 
Constitution. — 

The board also voted to set the debt 
retirement millage at 3.32 mills — a 
reduction of .65 mills (from 3.97 mills), 
thanks to the refinancing of the 
district's existing debt earlier this 
school year. 

While the reduction of 2.28 mills on 
property owners’ tax bills will have a 
significant effect on taxpayers, the 
reduction of the debtretirementmillage 
will havea subtle effecton the district’s

Because the surplus in the cash 


portion of the debt retirement account — 


will be lost, it is imperative that the 
school district carry a healthy fund 
equity. Otherwise, it would have to go 


on the open market if it needed to 


borrow funds before July taxes are 
collected. 

“A big fund equity is what keeps 
you from having to borrow,” said 
Reynolds. 

Furthermore, the State Aid Act has 
not been completed by the legislature 
yet, making it difficult for the CASD 
to complete planning for the coming 
year because district revenues are 
directly related to provisions of the 
act. 

If the State Aid Act is adopted as is, 
the district may lose up to $400,000 in 
state assistance. If that happens, the 
school board may want to consider 
holding an election to override the 
Headlee rollback and return the 
operating millage to its higher level so 
as not to lose the state monies, said 
Reynolds.

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Simulated crash disaster tests skill of 
local emergency units under fire 


By Terry Wright 

Despite pouring rain, a simulated 
disaster exercise took place on 
Saturday, June 19, at the Grayling 
Army Airfield, as city arid county law 
enforcement agencies, city and 
township fire departments, North 
Flight ambulance services, the 
American Red Cross, and othercounty 
level emergency services participated 
with the National Guard response 
teams. 

The disaster simulated a helicopter 
fire stemming from a refueling 
accident. Airfieldrescue and firc teams 
were first responders, with other 
agencies called in to assist as needed. 
A heavy blanket of smoke hindered 
their efforts, naking the exercise seem 
as true-to-life as possible. 

The goal of the exercise was to 
permit emergency teamstocoordinate 
their efforts, and to study the problems 
that arise before a real crisis occurs. 

After the initial fire exercise by 
military and civilian fire fighters, the 
eight “victims” of the accident were 
evaluated on the spot for the severity 
of their injuries. They were then taken 
to Mercy Hospital in Grayling for 
treatment. 

Anemergency disaster crew of about 
thirty-five medical professionais 
performed further evaluation and 
began emergency treatment. Two of 
the victims were determined to be 
dead-on-arrival at Mercy. The others 
had injuries ranging from two cases of 
mild heat exhaustion, to third-degree 
burns ona majority of the bodies of the 
helicopter crew. 

After all data from the exercise has 
been gathered and collated, groups 
involved will mect to evaluate the 
effectiveness of the response. 

Crawford County Central Dispatch 
Director Larry Akers said, “Everybody 
thought it seemed to go real well.”
